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Roundabout Idea for Highway Safety 


The Ohio Turnpike’s worst accident — a 
acven-fatality collision caused by a car being 
driven in the wrong direction on the wrong 
side of the state’s almost-foolproof toll road 
—is g enerating new interest in safety . 
Ohio Turnpike Commission is reported to 
be thinking about spot inspections of drivers 
entering the toll road, in the hope of catch­ 
ing some of the ones obviously unfit to drive 
—drunks, persons with poor vision and drivers 
w:th faulty cars. 
This idea has merit. But it mig ht be g iven 
more merit by a roundabout idea tor hig hway 
safety based on the fact the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission is a semi-private org anization in 
tusiness to make a profit for investors. 
For a nominal ex tra charg e, it could sell 
trip insurance to its clients. This would be 
based on actuarial ex perience and desig ned 


to provide additional income for the Ohio 
Turnpike Commission. It would be a power­ 
ful incentive to hold down accidents that 
would g enerate claims. 
If this,insurance feature were impressed 
strong ly on all customers, tog ether with the 
necessity of checking and rechecking vehicles 
and personnel for the safety of all users of 
the Ohio Turnpike, a new concept ot hig hway 
saety could 
be 
created 
among 
Turnpike 
drivers. It mig ht even be possible to im­ 
press them with the fact which has been most 
difficult to establish — that the nex t mang led 
body pulled out of a crushed automobile 
may be theirs. 
It is only when drivers beg in 
to 
think 
about stay ing out ot the accident which is 
g oing to happen that they beg in to be sate. 
Insurance mig ht do it. 


Such a Horrible Way to Go 


There isn’t one of us of mature y ears who 
hasn’t sq uirmed 
throug h 
the dilemma 
of 


wondering what to say to a defeated candi­ 


date for office. 


Whenever there's a political landslide, the 
sq uirming g athers intensity until old friends 
start to cross the street to avoid em barras­ 
sing encounters. 


Perheps this anecdote will help if y ou must 
meet a defeated candidate face to face. It is 
the property of Brooks Hay s, an Arkansas 
cong ressman who was knocked off by order 
of the Arkansas g overnor, 
Orval 
Faubus. 
Rep. Hay s had to g o, he ex plained in a post- 
election statement, because he was a moder­ 
ate aoout seg reg ation and Gov. Faubus, hav­ 
ing staked his political career on ex tremism, 
cannot stand to have moderates showing him 
up for what he is. 
In 19 22, recounts Rep 
Hay s, his father 


was lick' ’ in a political campaig n by 
the 
Ku Klux Klan in Arkansas. He was told 
by 
his 
father he could ex pect to be licked by 
the 
same sort of thing in 19 58 and that 
he 
could take comfort from the story about a 
man who was kicked by a jackass and mort­ 
ally hurt. 
The man asked the doctor who was work- 
iny on him to patch him up long enoug h to 
die of pneumonia. “ I hate to see ’em put 
on my tombstone, ‘Kicked To Death by a 
Jackass.’ ” he ex plained. 
Even thoug h it has become customary in 
these enlig htened times to cong ratulate the 
winner and even to g ive him a pat on the 
back, human nature doesn’t chang e. A de­ 
feated candidate alway s reg rets the shame 
of having it put on his tombstone that he 
was “ k;cked to death by a jackass.” At 
least the story may bring a smile to his 
hag g ard face. 


Politics and Foreign Policy 


The strong est of all reasons for keeping for­ 
eig n policy out of political debate has ap­ 
peared in Premier Khrushchev’s elation over 
The Democratic 
landslide 
in 
the United 
States. 


He believes the failure of the Eisenhower- 
Nix on effort to carry the day for a majority 
of Republican cong ressional candidates is a 
repudiation of the “ hard” policy of Secretary 
of State Dulles. 


“ We look upon the results of the Demo­ 
cratic victory from the point of view of the 
possibility of improving Soviet - American 
relations,” Khrushchev said to a Kremlin 
audience. “ We 
hope 
the 
Democrats 
will 
chang e the foreig n policy of the United States 
away from the brink of war. They should 
construct their policy with due reg ard for 
the ex istence of the Socialist camp.” 
Elsewhere, there was elation over the de­ 
feat oi Sen. Knowland of California, who has 
been a relentless opponent of Red China. In 
many countries where Sen. Knowland has 
been criticized for his support of Nationalist 
China, there are brig ht ex pectations of a 
switch to a “ soft” policy under the upsurg ing 
Dem on ats.

Since 23 of the senatorial candi­ 
dates 
backed

were elected—one be-ng William 
Lang er <R-ND) and the other 22 
being 
Democrats 
— the l a bor 
<y g archy feels it now can count on 
34 senators to vote as the labor-un- 
ion leaders may demand. 
This is a majority of the Sen­ 
ate. Similarly , there is a mr 
rity 
in the House who either 
v ot e d 
“ rig ht’’—accord ng to labcr un on 
s andards—more 
than 
half 
the 
time or were elected with consid­ 
erable supnort from the un;onc. 
The latest

THE CONSEQUENCES of 
this 
\ t lory are already apparent. The 
AFL-CIO has just announced that 
it will demand that Cong ress at 
one fell swoop rem ve the rig ht-to- 
work laws from the statute books 
of 19 states. 
This would be possible if Con­ 
g ress amended the Taft - Hartley 
Act, thus taking away from 
the 
states the rig ht to enact any leg ­ 
islation whatsoever on this sub­ 
ject. 
At present, if the states do not 
leg islate, the federal statute per­ 
mitting comoulsory 
unionization 
remains in effect. This law say s 
that, unless a worker pay s dues to 
a union, he must be fired from his 
job by the employ er and he cannot 
g et or keep a job unless he is 
ready to join a union. 
So Cong ress, by one sing le piece 
of leg islation, can take away the 
civil rig hts of 
all 
the 
unionized 
workers of America—the rig ht to 
join or not to join a union and the 
rig ht to protest ag ainst racketeer­ 
ing and corruption by resig ning 
a -d q uitting his pay ment of dues. 
This means a form of slavery 
that will be up to the Supreme 
Court to limit or abolish in its nex t 
decision. For. althoug h the 
rig ht 
of two private org anizations—the 
employ ing company and the labor 
union—to ag ree to keep on the job 
only those who pay dues t a union 
has been upheld as constitutional, 
there is an impcrtant reservation' 
which the hig hest court has re­ 
corded. 
It is that, in

clause of the Fifth Amendment or 
of the free speech and freedom of 
fccliet privileg es g ranted under the 
First Amendment.

There are 42 million voters com­ 
prising the employ es of small bus­ 
inesses and

are not unionized. They have not 
y et become politically active, but 
they will have to do so if they 
hope to prevent the labor unions 
from bring ing on a runaway infla­ 
tion in America and eventually a 
buy ers’ strike that produces a re- 
ce» sion. 
This is the big economic issue 
that emerg es from the recent elec­ 
tion. and it will be interesting to 
see if the “ modern” Republicans 
side with the labor unions. 
For if the “ modernists” g o along 
with the labor unions, there will 
be no reason for conservatives to 
support the Republican ticket in 
many parts of the country . 
Their nex t move would natural- 
ly be to run independent Republi­ 
cans as candidates or work inside 
the Democratic party by support­ 
ing conservative Democrats, start­ 
ing with the primaries.

But it seems certain some kind 
of civil rig hts leg islation will be 
offered,

A preliminary effort may come 
in January , in a move to make it 
easier 
to 
smash 
the 
filibuster. 
That is the weapon used repeated­ 
ly by Southern Democrats to block- 
civil rig hts bills. 
Leading in this fig ht will be sen­ 
ators of both parties — Doug las 
'D-I1D, Humphrey 'D-Minn), J a ­ 
vits (R-NY) 
and 
Case <R-foj>. 
Any fig ht they make will have 
toug h g oing . Southerners have al­ 
ready promised that. 
To make it easier to cut off a 
filibuster req uires a chang e in the 
Senate rules. 
But in the Senate just ended the 
Republicans had 47 seats to the 
Democrats’ 49. The recent elee- 
ti ns cut the Republican seats to 
34 and boosted the Democrats’ to 
6 2 
Thus, while the total of South­ 
ern Democratic seats remains un­ 
chang ed. the number of Repub­ 
licans who mig ht have lined up 
with them in 19 59 has been dras­ 
tically 
reduced 
and their 
seats 
taken by Northern and Western 
Democrats. 
A major civil rig hts bill was 
passed in 19 57. despite the defeat 
that y ear of efforts to limit the 
filibuster. 
The leg islation went throug h un­ 
der the leadership of Johnson who 
—by what 
so^med a leg islative 
miracle — was able to g et it done 


without any major filibuster at 
tempt by the South. 
Both parties — hig hly sensitive 
tc the importance of the vote of 
minority g roups in the north — 
will hardly dare face the voters 
in 
19 6 0 without some record of 
civil 
rig hts 
leg islation 
in 
these 
nex t two y ears. 
The leadership in both parties 
may think it politically wiser to 
postpone such 
leg islation 
until 
196 0. The voters, g oing to the polls 
in November of that y ear, then 
would have a fresher memory ot 
what had been done. 
But 
recent 
bombing s 
in 
the 
South — ag ainst Jews and Ne­ 
g roes — g ive added ammunition 
to advocates of more power fof 
the federal g overnment to move 
ag amst violations of civil rig hts.
